stimulate summer production. 
‘The castor bean has somewhat 
of an unhappy history in the carly 
days of the Everglades. The De- 
partment of Agriculture induced 
Glades farmers to grow the beans 
during the World War. “The vep- 
ture was a miserable failure be- 
cause, it was later found, the 
wrong type of bean seed was being 
used. The/individual farmers fil- 
ed claims against the government 
for their planting losses and the 
whole affair left somewhat > of 
blot against castor bean produc- 
tion. 

But, ít is hoped that by carecul 
analysis of soil requirements and 
use of the correct variety of seed 
future production may prove more 
profitable. Officials ‘of the com- 
pany said a cryshing plant will be 
established in the Glades if ex 
periments warrant it.
